


At the instigation of Congress, several government agencies, spearheaded 
by NASA, have engaged in a project which could have, at least, in- 
teresting and, at most, revolutionary implications for the future of com- 
mercial transport aircraft and engine development. Following a January 
31, 1975, inquiry from Senators Frank (Ted) Moss, Chairman of the Aero- 
nautical and Space Sciences Committee, and Barry Goldwater, a member 
of the Committee, NASA formed a task force of scientists and engineers 
from NASA, the Department of Transportation, Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration, and Defense Department to pin down specific aeronautical 
advancements which could result in marked fuel savings in aviation 

In his letter to NASA Administrator James C. Fletcher, Senator Gold- 
water explained, “In particular, we are impressed with those tech- 

nology projects which could enable the United States industry to provide 
a new generation of fuel-efficient commercial aircraft. Technologies 

have been identified with the potentiality of savings as high as 50 percent 
by 1985. The value of such technology should not be underestimated 
since potential benefits include both fuel savings — perhaps approaching 
one million barrels of petroleum per day — and increased international 
trade.” 

Inputs were solicited from industry, the NASA research centers, and 

other government agencies. From these inputs the Fuel Conservation 

Task Force identified six major programs aimed at greater fuel efficiency 
in the commercial aircraft system. Of these six, three are evolutionary im- 
provements in aerodynamics and propulsion The three remaining pro- 
grams — composite primary structures, turboprops, and laminar flow 
control — represent attempts to develop technology which is dif- 
ferent from that currently in use. NASA’s cost estimate for the 10-year 
program is $670 million. Fuel savings which could be achieved are esti- 
mated at 40 to 50 percent of present consumption. One should keep in 
mind, however, that jet fuel accounts for only about 4 percent of all 
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fuels used in the United States, so the contribution of such a fuel- 
efficiency program to total U.S. efforts to conserve fuel would not be 
earth shattering. Its implications for the airlines, for which fuel is such 
an imposing percentage of operating costs would, of course, justify such 
a program from both the consumers’ (airlines) and manufacturers’ (aero- 
space companies) point of view 

The Senate Aeronautical and Space Sciences Committee has under- 
taken to analyze the NASA findings and is expected to set fuel efficiency 
as a primary objective of future aircraft design and operation. Hearings 
were held before the Committee on September 10, October 23 and 
November 4. A number of experts from industry and government com- 
mented on NASA’s plan, expounding on the technological require- 
ments and the potential benefits 

While the witnesses agreed with each other that the planned funding 
level was too low, they also affirmed that the NASA plan was well 
thought out and that its elements had real potential for timely inclusion 
in evolutionary forms of present aircraft, the next generation, and future 
generations, depending on the state of the art of the respective advances 
Karl G. Harr, Jr., President of the Aerospace Industries Associa- 
tion, suggested that evolutionary incorporation of developments such 
as engine component improvement, airplane drag clean-up and im- 
proved propulsion system integration might occur in current designs 
over the next five years. In the next generation of aircraft, which could 
appear before 1985, high technological elements such as the super- 
critical wing or advanced turbofan engines might be added. Finally, 
in the period beyond 1985, there is a possibility of using advanced turbo- 
prop engines and laminar flow control 

The Committee will be weighing all of these considerations in de- 
ciding whether or not to authorize NASA to embark on this program, a 
decision which should be forthcoming before the end of the year
